He was ſet as « Sign for the Riſe and Fall of many, that the Secrets of 
. many hearts might be made manifeſt, and for to prove that Generation 
that then had Power intheir bands, but improved it not, but went on 
in4uhe Councel of their own corrupt Hearts to pounen the Innocent, 
but the Lord God wbo hath pleaded the cauſe of the needy, a helper of 
him wha bad no helper in the Earth ; T ſay, the Lord God bath plead- 
ed with that generation of men which now are paſſed away , and their 
very memorial is become an evil ſavour ; for they ſhewed no mercy ; 
Therefore in the day of their diſtreſs they could find no mercy , but the 
merciful God, whoſe mercies are above and over afl bis works, He did

king his #4pantage by your haſt, wearineſs and weakneſs in the jour- 
ey : But that which only minds to be obedient to God in (uf- 
fering andaCting, with faith and difigence , hearkning with all 
- Long-ſuffering , what Meekneſs and Patience faith , ' thinking 
it agreater thing to obtain Councel from that, then eaſe from 
another; believing that no other thing can give an expeted end 
but that , to wit an Inheritance in that you wait for ; and there- 
fore count nothing dear that you may win him, thinking 


70 time long, nor any thing hard to endure, for the joy and beau 


ty-that is ſet before you: This will never deceive -you of the 
Redemption of 'Truth ; 'your Love, and Redeemer, and Lord is

for that is the Sons way to perfeQtion; and the wondrous 
works of the Father are leatned in the deep; -for by the band 
of God upon you (being faithful in ſiiffering tb the' 8nd) 'ſhall 
(Coon ſee the old Foundation bf the World, the rootand offs 
ſpring of all Wic"edneſs, how it came to be laid, and how the 
Lamb is ſlain, a1d what he is; and the Foundation of God 
ſhall you ſee and feel, upon which - the Saints were raiſed u 
and hilt in che Spirit, and how all the Chaff, Hay and Stabble 
comes to becleanſed off; for his fan is in his hand; andthe 
words of his moiith area conſuming fire to that Nature, who 
refineth the Gold, and quickeneth the Soul, and drviderh the

ly pleaſures , and killing every affetion thereto , eſtranged 
there-form in all their walking while they are here, know. 
ing that the.love co the earthly things, is the enemy to their 
ſpiritual aſcending, and that the Earthly Adulterous Spirit _ 
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ly hunts to devour the precious Life, and co keep the foul in 
chings below ; preſenting daily its delights carnal, and open> 
ing the pathes of the deſtroyer, with pleaſures to the carnal 
eye, which whoſoever joins to, cannot aſcend into the Hea- 
venly Inheritance, but with the dark World 5 go down- 
ward, who are degenerated from the Life of God, and eftcan- 
ged fromit, even fromthe Womb ; (© that they are never a- 
ble to attain the knowledge of God, nor in truth and righte- 
ouſneſs to call bim Father, nor toſay, they came out from 
him, noreverto him can return; This they being willingly 
ig1orant of, that no'man hath aſcended up to Heaven, but he 
that came down from Heaven, who is born, not of the corrup- 
ti>le Seed,nor begotren,but by the Word of God which liverh 
and abideth for ever, 

But with you it is not ſo, (neither are you going that way ) 
who feel the Heavenly motion drawing your minds out of all 
earthly delights , the taſte of the Heavenly Life overcoming 
the Earthly in your affeftions; ſo that to the World youdie 
daily, and you feel fomething quickned in you , that cannot 
feed on earthly pleaſures, but hunger after Righteouſneſs, and 
ſee a beauty in Holineſs, and thirſt daily after the Heavenly 
Virtue: Soto that fink down intoits likeneſs, which is yet 
in the bonds of death, and hunger with ir , and ſuffer with ic 
and join to itin all its counſel, (o that with it you may be 
raiſed; for that is it which is on the foundation of God ; and 
coming to him as a living ftone, you will be built on the (ame 
Foundation, the ſame Spirit being your Head ; by whoſe Re- 
ſurre&ion all the Vails will be done away, the Vail of Death, 
the Vail of the Law, the Vail of the Prophets, and the whole 
myſtery of Godlineſs will be unſealed, and the way to Hea- 
ven opened by him, even theſ{:in Lamb, who hath his power 
from the midſt of the Throne of God, even for you, if you, 
joyn tohiminhis ſutferings and aſcendings, who maketh the 
way. betwixt Heaven and Earth, and keepeth it open in all 
them who mind him, therewith co poſſeſs the Veſſel in Holi- 
meſs and fear towards God, (o that nothing ſhall hinder 
your prayers from comming to, the Throne of God, 
nor the dew and bleſſing of Heaven from falling upon 
the Seed; and here is Heaven opened, and the way of race 
an 
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and ſalvation for the wayfaring man here on Farthto walkin ; 
in which if you wholly exerciſe your minds, you ſhall not 
err; nor ſhall any thing beable to hinder you from receiving 
Gifts from the Father, ſo long as nothing of a contrary Na- 
cure ſtops his own from arifing to him in praiſes, and you 
with it, | 

So let nothing cut off your Communion with God in that mez- 
ſure you already have received; but let the breathings of your 
ſouls, and your hearts be continually open towards him, and 
therein you ſhall not only receive, but become faithful impro- 
vers of what you have, by the bleſſing that is in the Covenant 
that is with all that love him that dwells in the Light; for 
wherethe converſation is in Heaven, therethe Earth becomes 
fruitful, 

Wherefore give all diligence, that nothing have your affe- 
Gions here below, or ſtop your Heavenly mind from its conſtant 
aſcending ; for that is the ſpirit of Bondage which hath got 
power, by letting ſome carnal thingin upon you, to preſs you 
down; which Spirit waits upon yea continually to enſnare 
tbe Heavenly Lite, and get above ic in-your minds, and ſoas a 
weight beſet you in your way , leſt that which comes from 
Heaven ſhould have free paſſage through a clear Veſſe] to Hea- 
venly Seed, free from cares, cxmbrances, and earthly pleaſures, 
and from Earth to the Heavens; for. it's he that comes from 
above, which declareth to man his way, and bis wants, preſents 
bis prayers,and receives the anſwer; and by him alone dothGod, 
work all his Works in you, & for you, in Heaven, and in Earth,

him that is Heir of the Heavenly Inhericance, but 1s an Ene- 
my to his coming ; for it is he that letteth till he be taken our 
of the way, which while heis in the way, dulls che affefions, 
and clogs the Heavenly mind, that it cannot aſcend : Where- 
fore that which you have received of the Holy One, his Un- 
&ion hold faſt cill he come, and with it ſtand armed again(t 
whatever would enter to lead out to any outward obſervati- 
ors; but with all diligence obſerve that which you have of 
his in Spirit, which the adveriary ſeeks ſo much to draw you 
forth from, leaſt you ſhould encreaſe your Lords money, and 
herein you maintain your. daily watch, and war with that 
you have of Life and Power, and not with that you have 
not ; ſoare you faithful Stewards, and are accepted in what 
you have, and not in what you have not ; for the World is in 
darkneſs, and ſo wait for they know not what, and haveno 
ground for their Faith, nor power toprepare his way to his 
coming, further then words of others, or their own concei» 
vings, but are not in him who is true; but you are in him who 
is true, who have his Light received, and areinit to obſerve 
his appearance in all things, and che Meſſenger of his Cove- 
nant you know, who goeth before his tace to prepare his way, 
turning your hearts from every evil way, and out of the 
paths of the deſtroyer, that you may be fruicful upon earth, 
that ſo he may receive you into himſelf when he 'cometh to 
ſnite theEarth with a Curſe, which that which brings forth 
Bryars.and Thorns is nigh unto, whole Seed is not of himſelf, 
his root and off<{pring at his coming,. which is begot in the 
Adulterous mind. : 

For the mind feeding from without upon any knowledge, 
form, or obſervation (but what the life leads to in Spiric and 
Power) is the groundofche myſtery of iniquity,& the woman 
of Witcheraft, which huntetixfor the precious life of the holy 
Child, ſeeking to draw ygurifreengrh of atfeftions from him 
after the harlot, that fo he may fail & die daily in your hearts 
| HINHLALICE and 
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and affe&tions, while the Luſt goes out to another, covered 
with ſome fair pretence, whereby the worldly Spirit gathers 
ſtrength daily, as you ſhall feel who are watchful and diligent 
in the Spiritual War, (o ſhall chat Truth appear to you ; That 
as your love waxeth cold, fo will iniquity abound, with an 
unreliſtable power, whatever you know to the contrary, which 
is not in the life ; Or whatever you believe without that faith 
which works by love tothe life of Truth more then to the 
knowledge of Truth : So let your wreſtling be into the pow- 
er and lit of God, and thereon feed, and your life ſhall indure 
for ever, and your ſtrength and virtue ſhall be daily renewed : 
But you read .of ſome who had the form of Knowledge, and 
of the Truth, but being out of the life of Truth, held the 
Truth in unrightecuſne(s; and ſuch when they knew God, 
did not glorife him as God in lite : So he gave themup, who 
became vainin their imaginations, who retained not the life 
in the knowledge, turned the Truth of God into a Lie: So 
that knowledge could not keep them from being filled with 
unrighteouſne(s,. which ſtood not in the life aad power of 
righteouſneſs, and who received not that Truthin that Faith 
which loves to livethe life of it. 

Wherefore let your food be in the life of what you know, 
and in the power of Obedience rejoyce, and not in what you 
know, but cannot live; for the Life is the Bread of your ſouls, 
which crucifies the fleſh, and confounds that which runs be- 

Fore theCroſs. Solet your labour and diligence be in that 
which prefleth into the Heavenly Being, and ſeeketh a Con- 
formity to Chriſt in obedience of what you believe, and 
hearken in |;veto that, not in that mind which would ſave 
your own lives, nor feed you where youare; but in love to 
that which ſeparateth you from ſelf-life, and changeth you 
into his life whom you wait for from above; ſo in receiving 
his commands in that which loves to be like him in life, your 
Faith works by love, and his Commands are jyyous through 
love: That Faith worketh obedience, quickneſs and willing- 
neſs ; it worketh out the old, and worketh into the new ; and 
ſo through the hope of that which you love, and obedience 
of Faith, the entrance is made with the Life, into the holy 
' Kingdom, and the Immortal Glory is put on, which in the 

Light is ſeen, and in the Life obtained, as with the Word of 


Faith. 
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"Faith the ſeparation is made, and the Life that's Mortal put 

off, whoſe Life is without the Vail, and is for death, with that 

Life who makes the entrance, through his Blood, and through 
his Fleſh; a living Way, a Way of Life, anew Way to all who 
are (ceking the Door in old Ordinances and Traditions, and out- 
ward Obſervations feeding their minds with thinking or talking 
of what others did long fince, or what may be done in times to 
-*come,and ſo are in Times,but out of that Life which endures 
for ever, and only hath the promiſe of the Father, and Po. 
wer to make the entrance to him, from whom all the World 
aredriven, who are in the Lyft, and in that Nature which loves 
it ſelf, and worketh ny ; yet wearying themſelves to find 
the Door, without the Light of that Lite which is not of this 
World. 

And as you mind only to feed on the Plant of Life, you 
will come to know the Work of the Father jn his Vine- 
yard, and who the faithful Labourer is, and what mnſt be his 
Work ; aud the floathful ſervant, and what his Work bring- 
eth forth; and the cauſe why the field of the ſluggard is 0- 
ver-grown with evil fruits, and why his Vine bringeth not 
Fruit to perfeftion, For you will find many Plants beſides 
the Tree of Life, all which ſeek to be fed-and ſtrengthened 
in the mind and affe&tions, and many grown Trees tall and 
Rrong, which have got faſt rooting, ſpread and bring forth a- 
| bundantly after their ſeveral kinds; and all theſe preſent 

themſelves to the eye of the mind, to be fed from thence, 
which is as the feet , fetching food from far, without which 
they cannot live long, but muſt pine away, and fall, a3 they dye 
in the affe&tions, ms as the mind is withdrawn from ſich he 
jeRs as they are fed withal, So the Work of him that is faith- 
ful, is tonmumber theſe to the Axe, and to the fire, and not to 
ſuffer thele any place in the mind, how ſtrongly ſoever the 
tempt, and try every pay to ſpread Root to keep life ; that {o 
through the death of theſe, the Vine may grow alone jn the 
clean affe&ions, and holy mind, | and honeſt, chaſte heart, 
which is the good ground, and where the pure Plant will brin 
forth of it ſelf in all, where it is not cumbred with that which 
is contrary to it z Which contrary fruits all. that mind the 
Lighe may ſee; but the ſluggard not being diligent to dig up 
the Koot, as well as to condemn the Frait, therefore they are 
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daily growing, and the good ground ever cumbred with 
them; and ſuch ever know what they ſhould do, but.are never 
able to abide therein, their life being loſt in the midſt of this 
. Wilderneſs, and over-grown with wilde Phnes; 

But you being diligent in your Watch, you will ſee that the 
cauſe of all your troubles and confuſion (when you come to 
the true labour indeed) is not for nothing; for you will 
find many plants of ſeveral kinds (for the World is in-che 
heart of man, as he is droven from God) And every kind 
bath its ſeveral life, which lives have their ſeveral feedings, 
all which you may feel in the Light, by cheir cemptings co 
lead out your minds; and though they are of ſeveral motions, 
- andliveupon ſeveral objeas, yet the leaſt of them being fed 
by conſent in your mind, will over-run the Vine, and in time 
bury it, by growing up in your affe&ions : Wherefore all muft 
down, that Truth alone may riſe in your affetions, and the 
| Word of Lifehave place in your hearts, who is purer then to 

- dwell in the Adulterous mind, and whoſe eye cannot behold 
iniquity, who hath no communion with darkneſs, nor fellow- 
ſhip where any Idol ſtands in the Temple. 

So this is your faith in your labour, even that which over- 
comes the World, and Caffererh nothing thereof to take place 
in your minds, but with the Spirit of Life to watch,and wre- 
ſtle againſt every l»ſt,and kill every affeFion that would go out 
for food; for whatever goes out, betrayes the innocent; and 
every Pleaſure of the fleſh, as a Canker doth eat oxt the Life of 
the boly and juſt one; but by Faith the Fat lives; andin faithful - 
neſs doth be judge, and make War againſt all his Enemies, in 
every one who are exerciſed therewith, 

And in this Work, mind what-you follow; follow nothing. 
raſhly, but prove all things with the fire; and that which will 
not endure the Temptation, and bear the Croſs, is the Adul- 
terer, who will lock out every way for eaſe; and the Serpent 
will preſent many likely wayes to hergunder fair pretences,which 
ſhe that would live at eaſe, will haſtily hearken to; and if you 
hearken to her, you will betray the Work of Life, which 
is bringing forth in hard cravel and labour, which is {lain In 
the birth, where eaſe and floath is conſented to ; and with li- 
ving at eaſe and pleaſure, hath the Life been {hain from the 
beginning of the world, and)kath been kept uader by ber

Sorceries, who fares deliciouſly upon Earth; and by conſent- 
ing to her pleaſures hath the Ele&icn been loſt, and cover- 
ed with the Seed of Wickedne(s, which God hates, which 
Wars after the fleſh, and luſts after thefleſh, co ftrengthen it 
ſelf above the holy ſpiritual Seed ; but minaing to make that 
ſureto you which calls in your mind, and being obedient 
thereto, it will lead down by the Power of the Croſs, through 
that which is above, to the feeling of the Eleftion ; and a fe- 
-paration being made betwixt that which God chuſethin this 
Working-Power, and what he condemneth, you will come 
thereby to know to what to joyn, and from what to withdraw, 
that y ou may be Workers together with bim, and not againſt 
him, which the ſubtile one will lead you to do, till with the 
Light the feparation be made; and fo joyning toit in faith 
and obedience, the Ele&ion will ariſe, and-by diligence there- 
to it will be made ure. 

And once feeling the Innocent to move under the Oppreſ- 
ſor,give your ſelves no reſt until the ſtrong man bow; for with 
great Plagues up that Nature, and with a ſtrong hand againſ 
that will, muſt the Seed of Promile be redeemed from under 
bis Power, which like Pharoab, if he get but reſt, will not let 
Jjrael go from under his Power 5and if you keep with the Spi- 
rit, and hearken{ow, it wilt let you ſee what muſt be the 

ou-melſt power upan him, till he be broughe down, 
ltd may lead him, and reign over him; and 
wapprefied by the Beaſt, may ride upon him : And 
bntfatare got head and ttrength by having its Luſts ful- 
Hgifoir muſt be ſubdued by baving its Luſts famifhed;which 
yo be not faithful to the ſeed of God herein, you ſel] your 
Tight, and betray your own redemption, and are found 


149 xceitful Workers againſt God and your own Souls. 


.* Wherefore run not with that which is in haſt, but lye 
down ngho whichis meek, lowly and patient,. that which 


is willingto wait che Fathers cime, and ſeeks to obtain by 
the obedience of Faith, and not in the Will that would have 
inits own hand; For a Nature there is which rans out for 
belp; and-raveneth abroad to be fatished, which God will 
. amiſh ; And this will eek to. lead che mind, if it befollow- 


cd, and will huat about and murmur if it be not fatisfied : 
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This goeth about the City , but entereth not; and chis muſt 
ſuffer bunger, aud feel the Lambs wrath, and Plagues upon the 
head thereof, what way ſoever it turns, till ic bow and come 
under, which it will not till ic be pined with famine,and wea- 
ried upon the mountains of prey; then ſhall the Lion lie down 
with the Lamb, and the little Child lead to reſt, and no rave- 
nous beaſt ſhall take his feeding from him, Bur in this work 
take heed you be not betrayed with that Spirit, for it is very 
ſubtle,to run to the one bhandor theatber; either into the eager- 

" neſs and baſt, which is its firſt way after Convincement ; Or elſe 
when it gets not its ends there,then into ſloth & idle careleſrneſs, 
&both theſe keep it alive in ſtrength above the ſeed;but a ſtrait 
Way there is betwixt theſe, in which the Seed ariſeth, which is 
a diligent, watchful, patient meekneſs, feeling the godly Prin- 
ciple moving,& following it in faith and obedience in all chings 
without bai or ends, further then what is opened ia the life of

So as wiſein theLighe, prove yourFreedom,from that nature 
which is bigh, and fierce and haſty, or any way above the meek- 
neſr,for thereinftands your perfet Redemption to know that, 
that you are not ſervants to that nature; for it's the ſame that 
hafteth into the greedinefs after worldly things, and fears, and 
diftruſts,if it hath not in its ſight and poſſeſſion what it lufts af- 
ter 3 which being convinced of an inheritance in Heaven, would

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things, one after another, as the Light leadeth you ; and with 
a true meafiire ſee, if you be fromunder the power of any;
